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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 15, lines 6-7, "each having bores", suggesting each projection having 
plural bores, should have been "each having a bore". Note similar error at lines 
11-12. 

In claim 19, line 6, "the central planar portion" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
In claim 21, line 4, it is not clear what "an aperture therethrough" is referring to, 
structurally. The disclosure does not show such embodiment. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the embodiment stated 
in claim 21 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.
